WANTS STANDARD METHOD
OF RATING MOTOR TRUCKS

Commissioner of Motor Vehicles Rob-bi-

B. Stoeck.-- l has requested the Na-
tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce
and the Society of Automotive Engineers
to formulate a standard method for rat-
ing motor trucks to determine their safe
carryins capacity.

Under existing regulations, the motor
hide dept. will not register a truck
for a capacity greater than is guaran-
teed by its manufacturers as being safe.
This system is working satisfactorily in
cases of trucks that, have not been ma-
terially changed since leaving the fac-
tory, but it provides no method "for de-
termining the weight that home made
trucks may safely carry.

The department has received many ap-
plications to register at excessive capaci-
ties trucks that have been- made by put-
ting commerciap bodies on - touring car
chasses. It-- , is difficult to determine
what is a safe load for such trucks, par
ticularly when the owners .' have made
some effort to strengthen certain vital
parts to meet increased strain; -

In order to overcome this problem, the
department desires the organizations men-
tioned to fix a certain minimum size or
weight for the different parts of a truck
of a given capacity, similar to the restric-
tions placed upon the iparts ,of elevators
or the regulations which restrict . the
electrical current that may be passed
through various sizes of wire.

The department's move in this direc
tion is made primarily for the sake ' of
safety to users of the public highways,
and secondly to .enable ... it ' to assess
against truck owners' fees commensurate
with the wear of their cars on the roads.
